SEEMS JUST A HABIT

ing a garage in the alley or renting one 
somewhere in the vicinity.

To Senator Hamilton F. Kean of 
New Jersey the capital must look for 
a reform in the intolerable state of 
affairs now current on the main streets 
of Washington. If he dares to go 
through with it he will make himself 
very unpopular hereabouts while he is 
insisting that a system of. common 
sense and sensible practice shall be 
adopted to make the streets what they 
are In nearly every other town—high«

Washington has fewer ttaffic probé 
lems than any city in the world. : 

There is no real automobile problem 
in this town except from 8.80 to 9.15 
in the morning and from 4.16, to 5.30 
in the afternoon, yet a greater hulla- 
balloo is raised and more confusing 
regulations are put into effect than any 
traffic Bificer at 42d Street. and -Madi- 
son Avenue ever dreamed of. 

It is true that the oblique avenues 
and the circles involve special, prob- 
lems, multiplying by at least five the 
traffic problem which New York has 


has explained why the street car com- 
pany is permitted to run cars one Way 
around Thomas Circle and the oppo- 
site way around du Pont Circle unless 
the cost of laying rails is more vital 
than insuring human life. 

Nor has it been explained that 
arivers of cars bearing foreign license 
tags—plates from Pennsylvania, New 
York, New Jersey, Ohio, Connecticut, 
Iowa, Massachusetts, Maine, Florida, 
Georgia, Arkansas—invariably do th2 
wrong thing because the traffic regu- 
lations here: are different from those 
in any city in America. 

At a time every other traffic bureau 
discarded the system of pulling to the 
extreme right to await the chance for 
a left-hand turn on the green light 
flash in the direction you wished to 
turn, Washington adopted it and it 
has caused plenty of trouble here. 

At Pennsylvania and East Execu- 
tive Avenues—by the White House and 
Treasury Building—there are two and 
three lines of machines bent on a left- 
hand turn during the rush hours, and 
a driver wishing to run dead ahead 
with the green light has to watch 
carefully if he respects his fenders 
or is able to get through at all on 
the “Go” sign. 

People used to say they regretted 
that the World War had changed 
Washington, because it had such a 
“delightful Southern, easy-going at- 
mosphere” before that. 

War’s havoc may not be dismissed 
so easily. 

Its legacy to Washington is the 
finest crop of thick-headed, bust- 
through-to-Hell-with-you automobile 
drivers in the world.
